TYPHOID GERMS 
CAN LIVE 2 YRS. 
WITHOUT FOOD 


P ittsburgh, Oct. 20 < A P)—Typhoid 
fever is still a co nstant m enace in 
the U nited S tates because the* germ s 
which cause it m ay live as long as 
two years w ithout food. 
The germ s are spread m ainly by 
w ater contam ination. Dr. Paul J. 
Beard, of S tanford university, C ali­ 
fornia, told the A m erican Public 
H ealth association today, and tests 
there have shown th a t they arc 
extremely vigorous in resisting ex­ 
trem e heat, cold and w ater con­ 
ditions. 
Tile California scientist exposed 
typhoid germ s on ordinary soil in 
containers 
to every 
condition of 
California w eather and to incuba­ 
tion and refrigeration to test their 
resistance. 
Tile studies show th a t infestation 
of the soil on slopes from which 
w ater runs off into reservoirs for 
city supplies form s a real hazard 
in the spread of typhoid and may 
cause epidem ics m onths or years 
later, Doctor B eard declared. 
Tom ato juice is apparently an ef­ 
fective addition to th e best known

Force rn France, Oct. 20 (AP) 
(Passed by Field Censor)—Pelting 
rain, drum m ing a .steady tattoo on 
British battle positions in France, 
has brought Lhe implacable foe of 
any attacking arm y—"M ajor Mud” 
: —to the scene. 
B ritish 
Tommies 
and 
officers, 
holding 
a 
line 
In 
villages 
and 
valleys through which were fought 
some of the W orld war’s bitterest 
battle, saw fresh barriers to G er­ 
m any's highly mechanized army in 
the m ud which would cling to tanks 
and arm ored cars. 
This front has been alert since 
the B ritish “took over" from the 
French Poilus. 
B ut with the rain 
turning the countryside into a dis­ 
mal swamp, the likelihood of attack 
appeared to grow less and less every 
day. 
There was no relaxing of vigilance 
against any G erm an drive. 
Tile first G erm an attack in 1914 
saw 35 divisions advance against 
the British. Then, British, French 
and Belgian arm ies went out against 
them. 
This time, entrenched 
in 
fortifications which are hard to see 
and harder to take, the same forces 
will receive them . 
There Is nothing glamorous about 
the front on nights like recent ones. 
Hulking Yorkshiremen 
and di­ 
m inutive Scots walk sentry swathed 
in ponchos topped by camouflaged 
“dentless derbies.” 
Inside dugouts 
officers search the dripping horizon 
with glasses and back of the lines 
gun crews wrap their "girls” in 
coverings and scan the night sky 
anxiously. 
In 
hundreds 
of 
scattered 
air­ 
dromes m echanics work on recon- 
nuisance planes and fighters. 
Scanning the soggy terrain ahead 
of tile front line you find it had to 


believe any tank could advance over 
such ground, or any infantry march. 
But Germany used two motorized 
divisions in Poland and, as one of­ 
ficer said. 
Germ an military 
mind 
is 
pragm atic—if 
a filling 
works once they will try it again.” 
"It won’t succeed against us on 
this sort of ground,” he said, "It is 
my opinion their whole attack will 
pile up behind mired motorized and 
m echanized forces.” 
The British front has been con­ 
solidated and the royal army service 
corps is ironing out difficulties of 
bringing up supplies of am munition 
and food to the front. 
The 
situation, 
which 
was 
not 
entirely featislfactory a week. ago, 
seems to have improved greatly. If 
the G erm ans strike, they will strike 
against a heavily fortified enemy. 
Unless they move fast, and within 
a week, this front may be impossible 
to attack until spring except by in ­ 
fantry unsupported by tanks.
